Taking the 
offensive from Bolimow, the Germans 
under a very intense fire from our 
guns, made an assault on Bourgnde, 
Borjimow qnd our trenehes near Gom- 
bine, our troope by an impetu- 
ous counter atlack slaughtered with 
their bayonets all of the enemy with 
the exception of a few, who were 
made prisoners. In this engagement 
we captured several German machine 
guts and inflicted enormous lowes on

“Near Iniowiditz our troops took 
possession of German trenches south 
of Posende which they entered and 
engaged in determined fighting, Bouth
